STATUE OF DK l'kpKK. 

This morning the members of the 

Congress proceeded in a body to 

Versailles. They first went to the 
former home of the Ahhe de l'Kpec, 
passing through (he Street that hears 
liis name. 

Arrived there, a speech was made 
by the Mavor of Versailles, and after

The meeting began as 
usual half an hour after the 
appointed time. 

Prof. Theobald explain- 
ed the programme at the 
Church of St. Hochc, on 
the morrow. 

Secretary Lacroix then 
read the minutes of the pre- 
vious meet ing. 

A cablegram from the 
Union Leauge Club, of New- 
York, signed by President 
Krankenheini, was received 
by Mr. Nuboer, and a tele- 
gram from the deaf-mutes 
of Stockholm, Sweden, ex- 
tending good wishes and 
greetings to the Congress, 
were read and received 
with applause. 

The President gave 
instructions concerning
